The ſame unbridled 
extravagance which diflipated not only the immenſe trea- 
ſures which he found in the royal coffers, but alſo the 
poſſeſſions of the church, intruſted to him by parliament 
for purpoſes very different from thoſe in which he em- 
ployed them, made him even debaſe the coin of his king 
dom, and fruſtrated the pious and charitable intentions of
